HOW TO FIND OUT IF YOU ARE QUALIFIED FOR 
50-YEAR CERTIFICATE! 


All requests for the 50-Year Certificate require a 
proof that you were licensed at least 50 years be- 
fore the application. There are several ways that 
are commonly used. 


a GOLDEN 


1) You have retained an original license which 
may be submitted, or a copy of it; 


2) You have retained a QSL card, postmarked 
with your call and name, which is accepted 
as proof. 


3) You can write Headquarters for a call-book 
search (no charge). If this is done, be 
certain to list your original call. 


4) If all else fails, QCWA will accept a letter 
written by someone who knew you, and knows 
of his own knowledge that you were licensed 
in a given year, and will so state. 


Every request for a 50Year Certificate must submit 
a regular application form, with the proof. This 
is not red-tape, but a permanent record, to be en- 
tered in QCWA archives for all time, and which may 
assist historians 50 years from now, tracing calls 
or persons. Your help is appreciated... 


We have received a copy of a letter written by Wm. Meiners, 
WSAET, with respect to his feeling about retaining the re- 
quirement for sending and receiving code, as a basic part 
of licensing for Amateurs. The letter, written to the FCC 
and to Texas Congressional members outlines Williams belief 
that the requirement is no longer germain, that it contri- 
butes no advantage to the public interest or development of 
radio, and that it should no longer be a requirement for the 
licensing procedures. 


Williams letter is well written, temperate and sets forth 
his arguments clearly. He has been an active amateur since 
1929 & has held many offices in Amateur § professional so- 
cieties. A copy of his letter may be had from headquarter 
offices, upon request.

Responding to a call from an amateur radio operator yes: 
terday, an Amarillo ham radio operator may have saved the 
life Sf woman in Saipan, located in the Mariana Islands 
about 1500 miles east of the Philippines. 

Bud Tamm, 1917 Martin Road, W4YID, a ham operator for 
30 years, was operating on a 10 meter band about 4:15 p.m 
when he was interrupted by Dan High, KG6RL of Saipan, with 
a medical emergency 

“L was the strongest station he was receiving so he just 
broke in,” Tamm said, 

High said his secretary Shirley Dye, 50, had taken two ta- 
blespoonsful of animal mange medicine, thinking it was cough 
syrup. Realizing she had ingested poison, she was seeking 
medical advice — fast, 

High sald the island doctor was unavailable, the hospital on 
the island was without information on poison control, and the 
nurse on duty at the hospital was. inexperienced, 

‘Tamm, keeping “constant communications” with the Sai- 
pan operator, made two calls. 

‘The first was to Dr. Doug Armstrong, a veterinarian, to 
find out the active ingredients in the mange medicine the 
woman had swallowed. Armstrong said they were Lindane and 
Rotenone. 

Tamm then called Amarillo Emergency Receiving Center 
at Northwest Texas Hospital and spoke to Dr. Tom Douglas. 

“He gave the antidote and prescribed medical procedures 
to follow. He said to induce vomiting, administer syrup, utilize 
‘a stomach pump, administer oxygen, keep the patient cool and 
not let her dehydrate," Tamm said. 

“] have special equipment that allowed the doctors to talk 
directly to the operator in Saipan,” he said. “So the whole 
time took 40 minutes, I finished the conversation at 4:55 p.m." 

Last night High called back to tell Tamm “things are under 
control.” 

By that time, the island doctor had been located and the 
woman was at the hospital, where personnel, acting on in- 
structions from Amarillo, had already started recommended 
procedures

Tamm. But just the same he plans to check again today to see 
how the far-removed patient is doing 10-1b-94

Coast Chapter on November 10, at the 
Hungry Tiger, in Morro Bay. Our mem- 
bership spreads over a 500 mile area 
and gasoline problems restrict attend- 
ance some. At this meeting, members 
came from Napa (W6FSJ), Scotts Valley 
(W6PTH & W6PHT) to the north. WOCL. 
from Gardena and WB6IXO fm Santa Paula, 
to the South. 


There was discussion about increasing 
our meetings to 3, by adding a summer 
picnic, no decision was made. Norm 
Berg gave an address of particular in- 
terest to old timers. He noted that, 
contrary to current prophets of doom 
and gloom, the quality of life has 
never been so good, and he presented 
data to support his thesis 
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If you want to know why the weather has been “unusual! 
since 1977, and will remain so until 1982, then you should 
read what the scientists have to say about SYZYGY. If you 
pronounce it sizz-ih-gee, with "sizz" as in sizzle, "ih" as 
in if and "gee" as in geometry, then you have it correct... 
It sounds and looks like "Greek" to most people because it 
actually is of Greek origin. You will find it in most dic- 
tionaries of textbook size, not in the "pocket" variety. 


Every 180 years of the Earth experiences what is called a 
period of Syzygy Maximus, which we have now! The most re- 
cent one occurred 1797-1804, a period marked bt many volean- 
ic eruptions, sunspots, landslides, unusually high and ab- 
normally low tides, and many earthquakes, So a major syzygy 
affects more than just our weather! Is it not true that the 


earth has had more earthquakes since 1977, and that more 
sunspot activity has been occurring than during the last 
decade? Of course there are some people who believe that 


earthquakes occur because Mother Nature forgets to take her 
"earth-control" pill, 


Defined most simply, a SYZYGY is an alignment of three or 
more celestial bodies in our Solar System, one of these be- 
ing our Sun. This alignment neeed not be exact, such as we 
have during an eclipse of the Sun (Solar Eclipse) or an e- 
clipse of the Moon (Lunar Eclipse), although each is an ex- 
ample of a Syzygy. When two planets are said to be in "con- 
junction" it means that they are in line with the Sun and on 
the same side of the Sun. If they are in line but on oppo- 
site sides of the Sun they are said to be in "opposition". 
Both of these cases are examples of Syzygy. Now it should 
not be difficult to guess what the arrangement is for Syzygy 
Maximus. It occurs when ALL of the planets are lined up on 
the SAME SIDE OF THE SUN. To understand why this condition 
involves a period of seven years and occurs every 180 years, 
we need to know more about the positions and movement of the 
planets in our Solar System. 


The Sun is the center and the nine planets revolve around 
it in the same direction like satellites. Those closest to 
the Sun revolve faster in their orbits, otherwise they would 
fall into the Sun. The nearest planet (Mercury) makes the 
round trip in about 3 months, hence is described as the wing~ 
footed messenger of the gods in mythology. The next planet 
is Venus, a rather fast girl, making the orbit in about six 
months. We all know that the next planet, Earth, makes the 
round trip in 12 months or in one year, as this determines 
our age, If we lived on Venus we would be twice as old, or 
at any rate twice our age numerically. But being much near- 
er the Sun we would need continuous "air-conditioning of the 
cooling variety! 


The effects of Syzygy Maximus upon Mother Earth and its 
environment have been evident since 1977 and will continue 
until at least 1984, reaching a peak in about 1982. There 


have been more earthquakes and volcanic eruptions since 1977 
around the earth than in the previous entire decade. As the 
syzygy reaches its peak, the frequency and magnitude of these 
disastrous happenings will increase. 


Solar eruptions, flares and sunspots are at an all -time 
high. While having a minor effect upon the weather, flares 
and sunspots have a tremendous effect upon radio communica- 
tion which depends upon the ionosphere for skywave or ''skip"’ 
propoagation. Fortunately our TV reception will not be af- 
fected since this is dependent upon line-of-sight or 'bounce"’ 
from mountains or tall structures. But unusual distances 
are already being noted by CB and Amateur Radio Operators 
using the upper High Frequency parts of the spectrum. Solar 
flares practically wipe out communications on the MF and HF 
portions of the radio bands, but usually these periods are 
of short duration. 


Syzygy will hit us with some unusually high and low tides 
between now and 1982. This could be of major concern to 
populations in tidewater areas. 
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We should be assured that since the earth came through the 
Syzygy Maximus of 1797-1804 unscathed, it is highly probable 
that it will do so during the period 1977-1984, Of course 
we were not so densely populated then, and tall buildings 
and towers were few. The factor which saves the earth is 
its position in the orbits of the planets. Between us and 
the Sun we have two small planets, Mercury § Venus. On the 
other side of earth we have Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus & 
Pluto. This puts the Earth in somewhat like a "tug-of-war" 
affair, with three on one side and six on the other. How- 
ever, the forces are rather well balanced since fromwhat we 
know about gravitational forces, it is the amount of mass 
involved and the distances away that determine the amount of 
"pull", If we were pulled away from the Sun then things 
would turn out to our disadvantage unless we liked extreme 
cold, If we liken each planet to a link in a chain, then 
you can visualize the Earth, as one of the links being in 
tension, With equal pull on both ends of the chain(gravity 
from all the planets and the Sun) each link stays in posi- 
tion. Thus the Earth stays in its orbit around the Sun, § 
we are safe, 


The above story, by Lewis Sieck, K4NE. Lew had the unique 
opportunity to study under Dr. Finstein...but, here's Lew's 
own words..."the info came from notes I had taken when a 
student of Binstein for about three months during the spring 
of 1943. We were about a dozen Naval officers who were re- 
cuperating from injuries or wounds, all of us on crutches 
or in wheelchairs. I had been in a plane crash in Alaska, 
recovering from a back operation. The assignment of Albert 
Einstein as instructor at the Princeton Institute for ad- 
vanced studies was a cover-up for his real work, that of 
making the calculations for the weight of the critical mass 
for the first Atomic Bomb! All his students had to know a 
little German and a whole lot of higher Mathematics, beside 
being temporarily unfit for active duty. 


What gives me a chuckle is the fact that if I had not added 
a hamshack to the house here, I would not have moved things 
and would not have found my Notebook from his course given 
in "Celestial Mechanics", In 1943 I had written, "if Syzy- 
gy won't occur until 1977-1984, what's the use of taking 

many notes, I should live so long? with a war going on?" 

Well, we never know what the good Lord has in store for us!

1979 is coming to a close..It has been a year of happy activities for many of us that attended conventions and visited 
with old friends and were finally able to put the voice and place together...a time of wondering what would happen to 
amateur radio as representative of the various nations came together to discuss world communications...waiting to see if 
there will be a no-code license...as we ponder these things, 1980 will be here. Do you have dreams of what radio once 
was? Looking back can be depressing, it can also be a stimulant. A desire to up-grade, to strive for better relations 
with our fellow ham...to operate in such a manner that all who listen will know you read and practice the Amateurs Code- 
that you abide by the rules and regulations...your conversation may be the only "guide'' some operators read. 


Have you had the opportunity to work WOSFQX? Her name {ts Darleen...QTH is Hot Springs...now, this YL is not old enuf 
to be a member of QCWA, but if you need a little stimulating, a contact with Darleen can cause you to feel you have vis- 
ited many countries of the world. | will list only a few of the calls Darleen has held: VR6DK; ZLIATC; 389DK; 5Z4NE; 
HBOXIC; HB@XIC, and many others as she traveled around the world. Darleen has been the guest of JY9DK, His Majesty, King 
Hussein. She has operated aeronautical mobile on Royal Jordanian Airlines...has been the guest of operators In 23 other 
countries, and has written a book entitled "Globetrotting via Amateur Radio'', Most of us will never be able to visit all 
those exotic places, but isn't it fun to contact someone who has? You know, | think there should be a bumper sticker 
that reads, ''The world is a better place because of Amateur Radio." Darleen is just another example of how YL operators 
have added to the joy of radio...excellent operating ability and promoting International Goodwill. While we're on the 
subject of YLs that have contributed to amateur radio, do you know W6BDE, lovingly called Baby Dol] Esther? This girl 
has lead such an interesting life it would take volumes to tell about her...most of her life has been Involved with her 
ability to give of herself to her country through radio. 


When Esther Given sat for her FCC exam in late 1946, she was not worried about passing the code test. She had Just 
finished a tour of duty in the WAC followed by 7 months duty as a civilian In the capacity of radio operator. Esther was 
in the first class of WAACs sent to Army Radio School in 1942. The 47 class members were sent to Midland Radio School In 
Kansas City where 1500 Gls were in attendance, and the introduction of WAACs to the program challenged the ability of the 
female to fathom such intellectual accomplishment as learning Morse code and basic radio maintenance. However, the WAACs 
had many advantages over the GI's. Many already knew how to type, and they had scored in the top 5% for aptitude, and as 
guinea pigs in a brand new military organization, they had to prove themselves, At the end of 13 weeks, all 47 WAACs had 
completed the course, the class average code speed was 22 WPM and basis maintenance and message handling abilities were 
well established. 


After graduation, Esther was assigned to an anti-aircraft command in Washington, DC. This was followed by an assignment 
at station WAR in the Pentagon for several months and another tour of duty in anti-aircraft at Camp Stewart, GA. Then 
came a big opportunity. An idea was being circulated to place WAC radio operators on US Army Hospital Ships. Esther was 
selected as one of the candidates to attend a special school in Brooklyn, where they would "unlearn' all the military 
Jargon, such as Z signals, message coding, and hardest of all, learn to read clear text in place of 5 letter code groups. 
This time it was a 9 week course and graduates must send and receive clear text CW at 40 WPM, know Q signals and all the 
functions of commercial radio operation because hospital ships travelled under the Geneva Treaty in war time, were un- 
armed and fully lighted at night and all communications had to be in clear text English. Again the WAC candidates proved 
themselves and 13 of them went to sea on Army hospital ships in 1944 and 1945. In this capacity Esther served as Chief 
radio operator aboard the ''USAHS Chateau Thierry" for her last 9 months of military service and her first 7 months as a 
civilian. So, the ham exam was no problem, she was given the call W6BDE-+n November, 1946, and in almost no time at all 
became known as ‘Baby Doll Esther.!' 


In her 33 years as a ham she has been active in BAYLARC and YLRL and has enjoyed YL activities, nets, conventions and 
eye-lash QS0's. Esther joined the YLRC/SF (now BAYLARC) in 1956 when that organization was the hostess club for the ARRL 
National Convention held in San Francisco, She was Instrumental in originating SWOOP, a program geared to entertaining 
XYL's at ham conventions, This audience participation fun show Ts still in demand and many an 00's shack proudly dis- 
plays his YF's SWOOP certificate. Fo- the past 15 years she has been editor of BAYLARC's news letter, SPLATTER, a bi-~ 
monthly publication, She has also been involved in the creation and presentation of YL Fun Fests on the west coast dur- 
ing the 1960's, and fun activities and events conducted by BAYLARC over the years. She admits that making fun for ama~ 
teur radio folks is her major contribution to the state of the art. 


In addition to her YL and QCWA affiliations, Esther is a member of the Society of Wireless Pioneers, an organization of 
wireless telegraphers most of whom were operators aboard ships or at shore stations which carried on marine communication. 
She was the first woman to qualify for membership in this elite group. 


In 1976 "Baby Doll" retired from the business world where she had served as 4-H secretary for the county in which she 
resides. She finds there are too few hours to accomplish the things a retiree plans to do, but she does find time to 
check in on an occasional YL net or a QSO with an old friend of the airways.
